LEAPS FROM HIS 
BURNING HOME 


Charles Rodkey, Hast Merlin, 
Jumps to Safety When 
Retreat Is Blocked. 


Jum ping from the second story 
window when his retreat down the 
stairw ay 
was 
cut off by flames, 
Charles Rodkey escaped serious in ­ 
jury or possible death when his 
home near East Berlin, was destroy­ 
ed by fire Tuesday morning at ll 
o'clock.
